Parlies stipulate and agree as follows:

1 of this stipulation, all unpaid installments and the amount set out below as a liquidated 
damage clause will immediately and automatically become fully due and payable. Plaintiffs 
will be entitled to obtain judgment against the Defendart-Respotoik, in the manner set forth 
in this stipulation. 

4. If Plaintiff becomes entitled to judgment pursuant to paragraph 3 of this stipulation, they 
may fUe, without notice to Defendants, an application for judgment and an affidavit setting 



the facis of Lhe default. On receiving the affidavit, the court will, without prior notice to 
Defendants, enter an order setting aside the dismissal with prejudice and granting Plaintiffs 
judgment against all Defendants, jointly and severally, for all amounts to which Plaintiffs 
will be entitled under the terms of this setacmeni stipulation. Defendants expressly, 
knowingly, intelligently, and with the advice of counsel waive their rights to notice and 
hearing on such an application for judgment. 

5. In the event of entry of judgment, Plamtilfs will be entitled to recover from Defendants 
actual reasonable attorney fees and all other costs in any action necessary to enforce 
collection of any amounts due, including entry of judgment and post-judgment proceedings 
to collect the amounts due under such judgment. 

6 . Defendant further agrees that any breach of this agreement wfll result in a S5, 000.00 
(Five-Thousand Dollar) liquidated damages penalty. 

7. Defendant will remove all defamatory imernet material.s, including but not limited toj 
blogs, websites, postings, internet materials, within his control,

9. The waivers of notice contained in this stipulation and alt the other promises of the parties 
are made in consideration of the mutual promises of all parties contained in this stipulation 
and other stipulatioiw filed in this action. Each of the parties represents that it has received 
adequate consideration for its promises and waivers. Each of the parties represents that it has 
entered into this stipulation with the advice of counsel. 

10. For purposes of this settlement agreement. Plaintiff may assign his rights of this 
agreement lo the Satanic Temple and will share and share alike ah of the rights and 
obligations owed to the Plaintiff. 


11. The parties and counsel represent to each other and to the court that each of the 
individuals signing this stipulation have the authority lo do so and that this sclUemeiii is a 
complete settlement that renders forever unnecessary any hearing on the merits of this case.
